‘CLOSING BEER BARS 
IN ALBERTA ASKED 
BY. PROHIBITIONISTS 


‘Drastic changes in the Alberta Li- 
‘quor act will be laid before the pro- 


vincial legislature by the Alberta Pro-| 


‘hibition association, should the pro- 
‘vincial convention of that body, to be 
held in Calgary, February 12 and 138, 
adopt the resolutions approved by tha 
Northern Alberta branch of the asso- 
ciation, at a meeting held in the First 
Baptist Church, Edmonton, Monday 
afternoon. 

Here are a few of the resolutions 
which will be forwarded to the Cal- 
‘gary convention for consideration: 
‘Confine all beer sales to government 
‘vendors’ stores after December 31, 
‘1925; in the meantime, close all li- 
censed premises at 6 p.m., every ev- 
ening; oppose any further loosening 
of the present act; provide for the 
future carrying out of another vote, 
at any time that may be considered 
expedient; make a definite number of 
residents necessary in any community 
or area, before a beer license is grant- 
ed; prohibit all liquor advertising in 
any form; refuse the right to whole- 
sale beer stores, to sell direct to the 
consumer; stop the sale of two-per- 
cent beer and the use of labels denot- 
ing this content; prevent gambling in 
licensed premises; place a limit on 


..the amount of Hquor to be purchased 


in one day by any one person; stop 
sales to transient persons in excess of 
one quart of liquor and one case of 
beer to any person in one day. 
Consolidation of police forces other 
than city police forces under a com- 
mission, for enforcement of all pro- 
vincial and federal laws, and so “take 
the police out of politics”, was another 
resolution adopted by the: gathering. 
The provincial government © will 
also be asked to request the federal 


‘government: tomamend *the«>Canada |** 


Temperance act so asito enable the 
provincial government to control the 
manufacture and exportation of intoxi- 
eating liquors. 

It is further urged that the associa- 
tion petition the federal government 
direct to withdraw the privilege of 
importing liquor into Canada under 
bond for export purposes, duty free. 

In addition to Edmonton represen- 
tatives, there were present members 
from Ryley, Lamont, Millet, Lavoy, 
Sunnyside and Taber, and much ad- 
verse criticism of the liquor act was 
heard during the afternoon. 

The Ryley delegate stated that in 
his town, women were drinking in the 
beer saloon, and a similar charge was 
made by the representative from La- 
voy, who added that there had been 
more drunks in one evening in Lavoy 
than there had been in a whole year 
under prohibition. 

The Lamont delegate also spoke of 
women drinking in the beer saloon, 
though, he added, they were largely 
forcigners. 

While members evidently desired 
legislative amendments which would 
enable another vote to be taken, if 
necessary, at the next provincial el- 
ection, it was the generally expressed 
view that the province would not be 
ready for such a vote for three years 
yet, by which time, as one delegate 
expressed it, “the devil would have 
put the yoke around his own neck.”

According to reports received at 
the office of the Edmonton Auto 
and Good Roads Association, several 
of the farmers in the Edmonton dis- 
trict have already adopted the wide 
bench seligh and are using it on the 
winter roads. Some residents in the, 
Cooking Lake district, also at Namao 
and elswhere, have found hauling to 
be preferable by the wide bench 
sleigh. The movement to revert to 
a standard width is without a doubt 
having effect, says Organizer Wright, 
as will be seen by the fact that many 
of the farmers are not waiting for 
legislation in connection with the 
standardization of vehicles as to road 
width, but are already adopting such 
of their own initiative, presumably be- 
cause it pays them. 

A case was mentioned last week a 
the U.F.A. convention in Calgary, 
when the matter of wide bench sleighs 
came up for consideration, of a wo- 
man whose life could only be saved 
by hurried removal to town. She was 
placed in a sleigh, but on account of 
the snow bound roads, the time taken

This toy was’ made by Edward 
Lockrem,,of Medicine Hat, who sold 
the patent and all riehts to Thomas 


veptty 

Brager of Camrose. Mr. Brager was 
in the city on Tuesday and is sub- 
mitting it to local manufacturers 
for the purpose of making an arrange- 
ment for its production in commercial 
quantities. If the toy is not taken up 
by a local manufacturer, Mr. Brager 
intends to go to Vdncouver, but in- 
tends to give Canadian manufacturers 
the first opportunity if they desire to 
take advantage of it. 

Local toy dealers have gone 
through the toy books of Germany 
and New York carefully and have 
failed to find any toy similar to the 
one owned by Mr. Brager, 

The contraption combines the fea- 
tures of a tricycle with those of a 
rocking horse by placing the rocking 
horse on three wheels and connect- 
ing the horse with the pedals so that 
an undulating motion is provided, 
while the wheels are propelled and 
the toy proceeds ahead. It fulfills 
the desire of the child to have his 
rocking horse capable of motion from 
one place to another.—Herald.

FARMERS ARE 
PRESSING FOR 
RAILWAY LINE 


Hoadley, Jan, 30.—The work of or- 
ganizing the different districts to 
be served by the proposed extension 
of the Lacombe and Northwestern 
railway is proceeding very success- 
fully, and in all parts of the country 
to the west of the Calgary and Edmon- 
ton line there is expressed a deter- 
mination among the farmers to press 
the agitation to a successful conclu- 
sion, 

Following a meeting held here : 
which was addressed by D. C. Breton 
of Telfordville, an organization was 
formed to be known as the Hoadley 
board of trade branch of the Lacombe 
and Northwestern promotion commit- 
tee, with the following officers: chair- 
man, H. Rowe; secretary, Neil Dor- 
sey; committee, W. Walker, T. Jam- 
jeson, J. S. Mann, J. Cack, E. Largon, 
W. J. Flanberg, J. A. Clark, John Mann 
A. J. Blair and W. Andrews. 

The secretary was instructed to 
write the members of the Ponoka 
and Wetaskiwin constituencies to as- 
certain where they stand regarding 
the extension and completion of the 
Lacombe and Northwestern line into 
Edmonton. : 

The feeling was expressed at the 
meetiny that the government was 
evading the {ssue. Arrangements 
were made for the holding of a con- 
cert to raise funds to aid in the organ- 
ization work. 

At a meeting held by the residents 
of the Buck Lake district it was de- 
cided that_a branch committee be or- 
ganized to assist in the work being

The Railway 
Worm Turns 


An American newspaper gives’ an 
account of a new turning of the worm. 
In this instance it is the railway worm 
that has turned. Weary of the ag- 
gression of reckless automobilists, it 
has struck back. The Chicago and 
Eastern Illinois brought suit against a 
Danville business man—or rather, 
against his estate—for bumping into 
a locomotive, and has won the suit. 

The offender, it was held, had no 
business driving on the track at the 
moment when a passenger train was 
passing. His carelessness resulted in 
the derailment of the locomotive and 
the death of the engineer. The fact 
that the automobilist and his car 
were smashed up was held to be of 
no consequence, as far as the railroad 
was concerned. That may have been 
moral justice, but the railroad wanted 
material justice in the. form of a cash 
payment for damages sustained, and 
it got it. 4 

tI is high time to halt the brutal 
violence inflicted on railroad trains 
by motor cars, and especially by the 
flivvers. Even a locomotive has some 
rights that an automobile is bound to 
respect. 

The idea of taking action against 
trespassers on railroad tracks may be 
new in respect to automobiles. “How- 
ever, Sir William Mackenzie several 
years ago told members of the press 
gallery in Ottawa of a conference he 
and Sir Donald Mann had regarding 
cows that had got past the cattle 
guards.

Owe Merch ints? 


If everyone paid their debts prompt- 
ly the average business man would 
have a much easier time doing busi- 
ness and could sell his goods for less 
money. For verification of this ask 
any business man; he knows, Hu- 
man nature is the same the wide 
world over, and therefore a news item 
from a southern city will be just as 
much appreciated here as there. 

Even though they might not care 
to give it their endorsement as a 
regular practice, honest folk will not 
be wanting in sympathy for the un- 
usual courage taken by a Hagerston, 
Md., grocer to explain insolvency. 
Smarting under the sting of having 
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been forced into’ bankruptcy, the 
man. posted on his front door a lst 
of persons who owed him money. and 
stated that if they had paid their 
debts he would have been able to pay 
his. “These people forced me into 
bankruptcy,’ said the sign over the 
names, 

In the lst, says the correspondent 
reporting the affair, were the names 
of some of the prominent housewives 
of the town. . They were naturally but 
not righteously indignant and about 
twenty of the-women stormed the 
shop and tore the sign down. 

Of course it was humiliating to 
them to have their names exposed to 
the public. gaze in this unpleasant 
way; yet, {f the grocer told the truth 
—ags he probably did—their shame 
was not undeserved. The bankrupt 
suffered worse than humiliation; he 
lost his business as a result of ex- 
tending credit to persons who failed 
to meet their obligations; and he can 
hardly be blamed for wanting to 
share his humiliation for it. 

The incident is illuminating as an 
example of the manner in which petty 
defalcations in the aggregate affect 
business. Probably none of the gro- 
cer’s debtors owed him more than a 
few dollars each, Yet in their total 
these bad debts ruined him and his 
insolvency in turn will prove at the 
least slightly embarrassing to his 
creditors. Misplaced trust may cause 


annoyance to far more than those di-| 


rectly concerned, Happily most peo- 
ple pay their debts; otherwise it 
would be impossible to do business on 
a credit system, and without credit 
commerce would languish. 

The southern housewives whose 
names were made public as default- 
ers are angry now; but no doubt down 
in their hearts they are also a little 
remorseful. They have been taught 
what the consequences of not paying 
even small debts may be. If they are 
more conscientious in meeting their 
obligations promptly hereafter _ the. 
grocer’s revenge will have served a 
good purpose.——Bowmanyille States- 
man.

RESOURCES SOON 
ALBERTA’S AGAIN 


Ottawa, Jan. 22.—Negotiations be- 
tween the Dominion and Alberta gov- 
ernments on the question of the re- 
turn of the natural resources of the 
latter province, have come to a stage 
of finality. The domain is to be turn- 
‘ed back, ff, as 18 understood, the pro- 
vincial government will accept the 
Dominion’s offer. The lands and min- 
erals, etc.,, will be accompanied by a 
three-year continuance of the subsidy 
or its equivalent. With the principle 
apparently settled, however, difficul- 
ties arisc out of the details and these 
are being worked out. One relates to 
the lands to be exempted for the Hud- 
son’s Bay Company, under the terms 
of the recent agreement. Another con- 
cerns the forest areas at the foothills, 
which will remain under the Domin- 
fon, while the province is to have the 
minerl-rights. If everything is squar- 
ed away as is expected, there will be 
ratifying legislation in the forthcom- 
ing session. 


Edmonton Is Northern 


Terminus On New Map 
Of The Sunshine Trail 


Edmonton and all main highways 
east and west will be marked on the 
new map of the ‘Sunshine Trail,” oth- 
erwise the Alberta-Montana Highway, 
to be issued in the spring. J. W.\Dav- 
idson, president of the Sunshine trail 
association, was up from Calgary on 
Friday, to confer with the officials 
of Edmonton Auto and Good Roads 
association re the gathering of infor- 
mation in connection with this mat- 
ter. 

The trail will be shown as extend- 
ing from Butte, Montana, northward 
through Coutts, Lethbridge, and Cal- 
gary, to Edmonton, its northern ter- 
minus. The main highways east of 
the Sunshine Trail to the Saskutch- 
ewan boundary, and from the trail 
westward to Jasper Park, Pigeon Lake 
Gull Lake, Sylvan Lake, Rocky Moun- 
tain House, Alberta and Seba Beaches 
wherever the roads are practical for 
automobile travel, will also be indi- 
cated. 

The entire length of the trail is to 
be marked, a yellow half-sun on a 
black field being used as the official 
road sign. The Edmonton Auto as- 
sociation has agreed to take charge of 
the marking of this trail from Edmon- 
ton to Red.Deer; Calgary will also 
do its share in this connection,

76,719. In the same period 23,861 
Canadians have returned to Canada 
from domicile in the United States, 


As an indication that the tide of 
settlers has definitely set in the 
direction. of Canada, it has been 
made known by the Department of 
Immigration and Colonization: that 
5,000 acres of land near Lethbridge 
has been sold to ten families of 74 
persons from South Dakota. This, 
it is announced, is only the advance 
guard ot a considerable northward 
movement from that region.

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HOW TO START 
BEE-KEEPING 


It is necessary before beginning 
bee-keeping to become as familiar with 
the care and habits of the honey bee 
as is possible. The more one knows 
about bees, the more certain one is 
to succeed. In every line of work, it 
is the specialist, who is best acquaint- 
ed with his business, who reaps the 
greatest financial harvest. Unless 
you give some study to the work of 
bee-keeping, you will fail. 

There are at least three ways to 
learn the essentials of bee-keeping. 
One is from books on bee culture. 
Another is by visiting the yard of a 
neighbor and watching operations, 
Last and best is from the care of the 
bees themselves. A knowledge of bee- 
keeping essentials is imperative be- 
fore attempting to learn by keeping 
bees, While the study of bee books 
gives one the theory only, this know- 
ledge is very essential. A good! 
neighbor beekeeper may teach you| 
much, if the neighbor really knows 
the essentials. 

The best time to start beekeeping 
is in the spring of the year, when the} 
bees have the full warm weather sea- 
son ahead of them for producing | 
honey and to get in shape for pee 
winter. Plan your orders so the bee 
hives and other paraphernalia will be 
prepared before the bees arrive, Order 
the bees to arrive as soon after set- 
tled weather in the spring as possible, 
say about May Ist, in the latitude 
of Washington, D.C., Chicago, Kansas 
City, and Sacramento, Cal, If you are 
north of this latitude, delay the arri- 
val of the bees accordingly. If south 
of the region mentioned, the bees may 
arrive correspondingly earlier, 

It is necessary to have your hives 
and other paraphernalia before you 
get your bees. You will want the 
following articles: a—bee hives; b— 
supers; c--comb foundation; d—bee 
gloves; e-—bee veil; f—smoker; g— 
bee brush; h—hive tool. 

Next is to get the bees. One meth- 
od is to buy the bees of a neighbor, 
already in the hive. This provides 
a good start, but there are several 
dangers in the procedure, which may 
largely be obviated by the nucleus 


method, 

A nucleus, containing bees, brood 
and a queen bee may be bought 
and is an excellent means of starting. 
One nucleus should be bought for 
“each hive you wish to keep. Each nu- 
cleus may be put into a hive immed- 
jately upon arrival, and as the name 
implies, one of them has the nucleus 
or beginning of a full colony of bees 
in each hive. 

’ One may also buy packages of bees 
without combs, containing one or more 
pounds, net weight, of bees to the 
package. With these a queen must 
be bought for each package and the 
combs provided, Because of the great- 
er knowledge required to handle pack- 
ages this method is not so feasible for 
the beginner. Full directions come 
with either nuclei or packages. 

In ordering hives, one must first 
determine whether or not he wishes 
to produce honey for sale or home 
use and whether in the comb or in 
the form of extracted or the so-called 
‘strained’ honey. In any event it is 
less expensive to begin with the pro- 
duction of comb honey, preferably in 
the “pound” sections. This style of 
honey invariably brings the highest 
nrice, if of equal value as to color, 
flavor and body, when compared with 
honey extracted from the comb. You 
will also be a beter beekeeper when 
you have mastered the production of 
com) honey than if you begin witn 
extracted honey production. Nearly 
all beckeepers begin by producing sec- 
tion honey at least until they have 
more bees than ca nbe kept in orp 
bee yard, This depends on the avail- 
able supply of nectar within bee flight 
of your apiary. Only experiment can 
determine this point. 

In any event honey production re- 
quires careful study and cannot be 
mastered in one season. However, 
many essentials can be learned in one 
season and successful honey produe- 
tion, either for home or for commer- 
cial uses may follow. The more you 
learn, the better your chances for 
success. There are many men who 
have been in the business for years, 
who readily admit they are still at a 
loss to solve many problems which 
the beginner thinks he has mastered 
early in his experience.

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THE GREAT 
CONSUMMATION 


Amid the clamor of controversy on 
Church Union, and the hustle of vot: 
ing on the question of non-concur- 
rence in congregations, it is apt to be 
forgotten that the realization of un- 
ion is-so close at hand, and that in 
about three months time the United 
Church of Canada will be both a fact 
and a factor in this Dominion. 


Notwithstanding the withdrawal of 
several hundred congregations from 
the Presbyterian church, the union 
will be Dominion-wide ‘in its scope, 
and the United Church of Canada will 
consist of some nine thousand congre- 
gations scattered over every part of 
the country. The combined ministry 
of the three churches, allowing for 
non-concurrents will number at least 
3000, in addition to which it will have 
a staff of about 630 missionaries. The 
United Church will have a wider mis- 
sionary program than any one of the 
separate churches; it will have mis- 
sion fields in India, Africa, China, 
Japan, Formosa, Korea, Trinidad and 
South Americas 


Arrangements are already being 
made for the great consummation of 
the Union, which, according to the 
United Chureh of Canada act, is to 
formally take place “in the City of 
Toronto on the tenth day of June, 
1925." Committees are at work on 
local arrangements, the billeting of 
delegates, rules and forms of proced- 
ure, appropriate order of service, the 
docket of business, and a whole series 
of meetings of consecration and in- 
spiration, While the great central 
consecration will be held in some large 
echureh or hall, similar services will 
be conducted in all parts of the city 
and throughout the Dominion. Every 
effort will be made to make the cele- 
bration a time of spiritual uplifting 
and consecration to Christian setvice. 
To this end special prayer services 
will be held. 

Greeting will be brought to the Un- 
ited Chureh from sister churches all 
over the world, and it is expected that 
representatives from Presbyterian, 
Methodist and Congregational church- 
es in Great Britain and the United 
States will convey to the general coun- 
cil messages of congratulation and 
blessing. The United Church of Can- 
ada will have the unique distinction. 
of having a place in the Pan-Presby- 
terian Alliance, the Methodist Ecum- 
enical Conference and the Congrega- 
tional Union of the World. Unionists 
look forward to the coming consum- 
mation as the greatest event in the 
religious history of Canada, if not in 
the history of Christendom. 

The first General Council of the Uni- 
ted Church of Canada will be compos- 
ed of 150 Presbyterians, 150 Method- 
ists, 40 Congregationalists and 10 
members of the General Council of 
Union Churches. These delegates or 
commissioners have already been ap- 
pointed by the chief courts of the 
uniting churches, and they consist of 
an equal number of ministers and lay- 
men, One of the first acts of this 
seneral council will be to determine 
the number and boundaries of confer- 
ences to be established, and the num- 
ber of representatives that shall con- 
stitute the next general council, to be 
convened within a period of 
years,

The province-wide commodity pools 
which were given enthusiastic sup- 
port at the U.F.A. convention in Cal- 
gary, last week, are away to a good 
start with the opening of head offices 
this week at Edmonton. Headquar- 
ters of the livestock and dairy pools 
are being located at 105 C.P.R. Build- 
ing, in the city, in charge of W. F. 
Stevens, who is secretary of the pro- 
visional board of the livestock pool. 
The affairs of the dairy products pool 
will at the same time be looked after 
by R. A. Van Slyke and Nelson S, 
Smith, two of the provisional direc: 
tors of the organization. The head 
office of the egg and poultry pool, it 
is stated, will for the present remain 
in Calgary. 

An intensive campaign for member: 
ship in the three pools is being under- 
taken by the provisional boards. For 
thé purpose of orgatiization, the pro- 
vince has been divided into seven dis- 
tricts, each of which’ will be supervis- 
ed by one of the directors of the pool. 
It is planned that this campaign will 
be continued until seeding time, and 
resumed possibly later in the spring. 
The election of the permanent board 
of each ofthe pools will be held by 
August 1, 1925, following which it is 
planned that the organization will be 
in the field for business.

This was the only event which in any way’ tended 
to mar the Jubilee. A rodeo was held, some seyen- 
teen thousand visitors from all over the continent 
helping the cowboys and cow-girls, and the Black- 
feet, Blood and Peigan Indians, to “whoop ‘er up.” 
Three thousand automobiles parked in Main. street 
and out on the open prairie, and for three nights the 
old-time dance halls remained open for the benefit of — 
those who could not find accommodation in the town 
or in one of the sleeping cars which crowded the 
Canadian Pacific yards. ( 

The Indians, who once terrorised the  country- 
side, were encamped in vari-colored teepees in the 
centre of the town. Here they took part in the old- 
time war dances under the eyes of the remaining 
members of the original squadron of the “Royal 
North-West.” Cowboys and Indians had to have 
their say, but after all, the event was mainly in 
honor of those who remembered the Fall of 1874 and 
were numbered with the “Mounties” who established 
Fort MacLeod. Grizelled old men, most of them, but 
young at heart, they entered into the spirit of the 
days and were as active as any in “Whoopin’ 'er up.”

PASTURAGE IS PROFITABLE _ 
IN THE RAISING OF HOGS 


In the raising of hogs for market, 
two points in particular are to be: 
kept in view—economical gain and 
a desirable type of, finished hog. How 
to secure these results was the basis 
of an experiment carried on at the 
Indian Head experimental farm. Six- 
ty young hogs, consisting of forty-two 
Berkshires and eighteen Yorkshires, 
were divided into six groups as nearly 
as possible alike, each group contain- 
ing seven of the former and three of 
the latter breed. 

Lot 1 was pastured on_ biennial 
white sweet clover sown as an an- 
nual; Lot 2 on rape; Lot 3 on Hubam 
annual sweet clover; Lot 4 was self

fed in a dry yard; Lot 5 was hand 
fed in a dry yard; and Lot 6 was 
hand fed and received buttermilk as 
a supplement to the meal ration, 
while all the other lots received tank- 
age instead. The experiment contin- 
ued for fifty-six days, when practically 
all of the hogs were ready for market. 
The grain feed given to all the lots 
was the same and consisted of shorts 
and ground oats, barley and peas, 
The greatest gain was made by the 
self feeder lot closely followed by the 
hand fed lot, but their gains were 
more expensive than of any of the 
other groups. The gains made by 
those pastured were about equal in 
the three lots, being 590 pounds in the 
| Sweet clover lot, 597 with the rape 


lot, and 531 with the Hubam lot. 
Those fed on buttermilk and grain 
made the lowest gains. A more im- 
portant point, however, is the profit 
made with each lot, or in other words, 
the economy with which gains were 
made by the different systems of feed- 
ing. The costs per hundred pounds 
of gain in the different groups were: 
the lot on sweet clover, $4.90; the lot 
on rape, $4.88; the lot on Hubam clo- 
ver, $5.49; self feeder lot, $6.80; hand 
fed lot, $6.00; and the buttermilk lot 
$4.89, } 

Studied from the bacon hog stand- 
point, the Berkshires all graded as 
thick smooth. With the Yorkshires, 
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Clover 


the case was different as nine of the 
eighteen graded select; seven, includ- 
ing the three self-fed, graded thick 
smooth, and two were unfinished. 

From these results, three use- 
ful deductions are determined, first, 
that suitable pasturage is favorable 
to cheap gains and high quality in the 
finished product; second, that al 
though the self feeding is favorable 
for making gains, it is expensive per 
pound of gain and is unfavorable for 
the development of bacon quality; 
and third, that the Yorkshire is bet- 
ter suited than the Berkshire for 
the bacon trade, Fuller details of 
this experiment are contained in the 
report of the Indian Head Farm for 
1928, 
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of the Verdun S.D., No. 578. .

FARMERS HOLD 
WHEAT WORTH 
35 MILLIONS 


Twenty million bushels of wheat 
are still held by Alberta farmers who 
will be enabled to take advantage of 
the prevailing high prices. While it 
is difficult to get at the actual amount 
on account of the absence of returns 
that will only be available at the end 
of the month, the estimates of grain 
mien range around that given. 

Taking the amount still held) and 
based on conservative estimates, this 
wheat is worth over $35,000,000. The 
same amount of wheat a year ago, 
according to prices quoted then, was 
worth $13,800,000, which shows the 
amazing increase in the purchasing 
power of farmers, owing to recent 
advances in price on wheat still held 
by them. 

From these figures must be deduct- 
ed the amount of wheat required for 
flour and feed purposes, In 1922-23 
there were 8,000,000 bushels required 
and it is a safe estimate that the same 
amount at least will be used in that 
way this season. 

The estimates are largely affected, 


however, by the amount of wheat held} 


by the Alberta pool, which has not 
given out information in that respect. 
Grain men say that there is no doubt 
that the pool is holding considerable 
wheat and it is stated that fully 3,000- 
000 bushels are held in the Edmonton 
and Calgary elevators. 

The situation in regard to present 
wheat stocks in Alberta is complicat- 
ed by the various statements issued 
by the dominion bureau of statistics 
and Northwest Grain Dealers’ assocta- 
tion. For instance, the association 
claims that shipments of the Alberta 
crop of 1923 amounted to 147,136,606 
bushels by last June 30. The federal 
figures claim that total Alberta de- 
liveries to August 31 amounted to 123,- 


667,000 bushels. In that event there tion of the

CURTAIN RISES 
ON PROBABLY 
LAST SESSION 


Ottawa, Jan. 3i—The curtain runs 
up next Thursday for the opening of 
the parliamentary session, Attach- 
ing to this session is the interest pe- 
culiar to the fact that it may well 
prove to be the last sitting of the 
present parliament. Members arriv- 
ing are speculating greatly on this 
point, and opinion is divided and will 
continue to be. The government has 
no definite plans, and the ultimate 
decision will be influenced by condi- 
tions as they develop in coming 
months rather than as they are, 

The cabinet will have the final say, 
and will be governed by what it con- 
siders most expedient in its own in- 
terest. In the last analysis this con- 
sideration will count for little. De- 
velopments during the sessiun, the 
crop prospect, the industrial situation 
and business conditions generally will 
all ‘be factors in the ultimate deter- 
mination of what is now enveloped in 
obscurity, andthe subect of very con- 
flicting counsel, If the session about 
to open is not the last, it will be 
treated as if it were. All parties will 
be preparing for the fray and storing 
up political power. i 

Frequent conferences among Con- 
servative leaders indicate the forma- 
tion of a policy to be put before par- 
liament, and to be the essential 
ground upon which they will elect to 
;do battle. The business and indus- 
| trial situation will be stressed, and 
| meanwhile these suplementary rem- 
edies may be suggested, the basic one 
j; will be that prosperity may best be 
| achieved by a tariff ensuring an ade- 
| quate and stabilized protection. Where 
the present schedule is considered in- 
| sufficient, the proposal will be to in- 
| crease it. In that connection the aug- 
mented British preference promises to 
come in for a good deal of attention 
because the effects of it, more. than 
the tariff against the States, is the 
most conspicuous cause of complaint. 
The prime minister has plainly indi- 
cated that the government has no 
plans of making this a tariff session, 
but the door is open te adjustment, 
either upward or downward. 

The Cape Breton coal industry 
wants the tariff on bituminous coal 
equalized, but not inereased; the 
shipbuilding industry wants a 25 per 
cent tariff on shipping repairs; num- 
erous representations are made as to 
the effect of the preference and in 
this way changes are suggested. 
Then, on the otlier hand, the organi- 
zations which are behind the Progres- 
sives continue their assault on the 
tariff and demand its modification, 
Having regard to the influence the 
latter are supposed to exert with the 
ministerial party, and considering 
the Liberal platform, it is not easy 
to figure out what the tariff will be 
increased, while likewise the declara- 
premier is taken to mean 
ill not be lowered. Whatever 
is done will be accomplished under the 
heading of “adjustments” which is a 
ather elastic term. Nothing startling 
may be looked for. 

Quite apart from any legislative pro- 
posals, there is much in the national 
ite parHamentary con- 
troversy. The national debt and the 
interest it generates, the cause of in- 
dustrial depression, and problems like 
immigration and unemployment, will 
all give rise to much contentious dis- 
cussion. Ina legislative way, the out- 
standing thing seems to be the freight 
rates question, but how to deal with 
it cannot be indicated, even broadly, 
at this stage. It is agreed that what- 
ever the supreme court in case set 


liament will have to grapple with the 
situation, but no policy will be sug- 
gested, much less decided upon, until 
the court determines whether the 
Crowsnest agreement is valid or in- 
valid, and, if the former, whether its 
application should be general or re- 
stricted to the lines existing when the 
agreement was made,

Perren Baker, minister of education, 
in an address at the opening meeting 
of the convention of Alberta school 
trustees in First Baptist church last 
night, suggested that a plan of equal- 
ization of taxation in school districts 
would be extremely beneficial. ioe 
did not elaborate on the plan to any 
extent, and seemed to doubt how it 
would be received, asking whether 
the people would stand for it. 

Mr, Baker advocated a system of 

equalization of taxation.in the pro- 
vince. wheheby he would give to the 
district: that needs it»and take away 
from the district that does not. Un- 
til this igs done, in his opinion, no 
great headway can be made. How- 
ever, he appeared to be doubtful if 
the people would stand for it. 
_ Alberta is making real progress ed- 
ucationally every year ahd it will con- 
tinue to achieve advancement, he de- 
clared. Mr. Baker predicted that in 
the days to come-—and he hoped they 
would not be far distant—every boy 
and girl in the province would recelye 
an education equivalent to public 
school matriculation. The day will 
come when there will not be one il- 
literate in the province, the minister 
declared, 

Mayor George H. Webster, F. S. Sel- 
wood, chairman of the school board, 
and P, Harcourt O’Reilly, chairman of 
the separate school board, wer eoth- 
er speakers of the evening. 

Mr. Baker said there were 3,000 
school districts, 147,000 children, 47,- 
000 rooms and 10,000 school trustees 
in the province. The normal schools 
produce 600 teachers annually to meet 
the needs of these schools. The min- 
ister urged upon the trustees their 
duty in keeping up the school at- 
tendance, although he realized that in 
a pioneering country, where in some 
areas schools were distant, it was 
difficult to -maintain a good attend- 
ance. However, all possible effort 
in this direction should be made and 
upon the trustees devolved much of 
the responsibility. 

Answers Criticism 

Answering some of the criticisms 
lo which the department has been 
subjected, Mr. Baker said he did not 
consider that costs of education were 
rising so rapidly when’ the purchas- 
ing value of a dollar today is compar- 
ed with ten years ago. The criticisms 
that the examination papers were too 
hard or too enpy were vague, and Mr. 


Baker said the checking and mark- 


ing system being utilized at the pres- 
ent time was working satisfactoriily, 

Mayor Webster spoke of the high- 
er costs of education today, a prob- 
lem which must be met, and he ex- 
pressed the hope that the convention 
would take this into consideration 
and do its best to arrive at some so- 
lution, He hoped that when revisions 
of the school grants were made they 
would be upward, : 

The Urban Problems 

F, §. Selwood asked the co-opera- 
tion of the trustees in dealing with the 
problems of the city, desiring that 
they give their sympathetic consider- 
ation to urban problems. He spoke 
of the 200 boys and girls coming to 
Calgary high schools every year from 
the country, saying that they cost 
the city of Calgary $180 a year for 
each one, 

Better Salarles for Teachers 

P. Harcourt O’Reilly advocated that 
teachers should receive better salar- 
ies and have a higher social position, 
and if this was not he said the teach- 
ers would not remain in the pro- 
fession. There was no more sacred 
trust than the education of children, 
and remuneration should be commen- 
surate, It takes two years to train a 
teacher, the province spends a quar- 
ter of a million dollars annually to do 
this, then the teachers remain. in 
their position on an average of only 
three years. This he termed an ap- 
palling waste, and something should 
be done to remedy this condition, 

P. 0. King of Raymond acted as 
chairman, There was also a musical 
program. 

This morning the convention, at 
which about 200 were in ‘attendance 
last night, will get down to business, 
The president's address, reports of 
standing committees and appointment 
of convention committees, as well as 
a discussion of the School Grants act 
and its provisions will occupy the 


time of the delegates.—Calgary Al.
